PUEBLO, Colo., Aug. 23.—Fertile 
farms and ranches in the Arkansas 
Valley in Southeastern Colorado ex­ 
perienced one of the worst floods ln|*f 
recent years last night and early this 
morning when an immense irrigation 
resevoir on the Apishapa River north 
of Fowler cracked and percipitated a 
great rush of water down the valley. 
The resevoir built two years ago 
by farm ers of the valley was more 
than IO feet deep and had a storage 
capacity sufficient to irrigate 20,000 
acres. 
It drains a ninety mile water 
shed, but recent rains 
and cloud­ 
bursts in the region 
imposed 
too 
great a strain on the structure and 
part of it gave way. 
A wall of water estim ated at from 
ten to twenty feet hight rushed down 
the valley when the dam collapsed. 
The break had been foreseen, how­ 
ever, 
and 
telephone warnings 
had 
been sent out so that residents in the 
path of the flood had time to escape 
to higher ground. No loss of life had 
been reported this morning. 
It was reported from various parts 
of the valley that the loss of live­ 
stock will be considerable and that 
great damage to farms, farm build­ 
ings, crops and highways 
resulted.

tor by deputy, because he must give his

p o r t of the country. 
Let him say that 
^senators and representatives 
seeking 
-appointments 
must 
present 
their 
^claims to the heads of departments, 
••whose recommendations he will accept 
"as a matter of course and from which 
-there will be no appeal. 
Let him be 
^courageous enough to make no excep­ 
tions. Let him announce he cannot re­ 
ceive casual visitors, but let him also 
-announce he at all 
times 
welcomes 
senators and representatives and pri- 
voje citizens who have advice or sug­ 
gestion to offer him on pending pub- 
lic-questions.” 
Probably this method would be measur­ 
ably^ perhaps highly, effective in relieving 
the president of many of the unnecessary 
bothers that now help to break down the 
man folding that high office. But the first 
difficuty which presents itself is the diffi­ 
c u l t y ^ finding a president who will pursue 
this {policy. 
The “Looker-on in Washing­ 
ton” .admits that any president who adopt­ 
ed it; would 
cause a mighty 
outcry, that 
senators and representatives would sneer- 
and ask on what meat our Caesar doth feed 
that ;he has become so monstrous proud, 
and that he would be accused of aping the 
manners 
of royalty. 
A president 
might 
well hesitate before bringing such a storm 
down upon his head. 
It is not an unreasonable assumption that 
if there is merit in the “Looker-on’s” plan, 
the man who is now president is as likely to 
put Et into effect as any man who will ever 
be president. 
Mr. Coolidge 
has 
a great 
reputation for political courage, he is a man 
of few words and few intimates, he is of the 
austere rather than the “human” type, he 
is a tremendous worker, and believes in at­ 
tending to business. 
It will be torture to 
him ’to waste his 
time and 
spend 
his 
strength in dealing with office seekers, etc. 
Not Dilly would his own inclination be to 
adopf such a method as the “Looker-on” 
suggests, but there could not be a better 
tim e;than the present to spring that meth­ 
od oft the public because we have just had 
so tragic an illustration of the folly of the 
method now in vogue. 
If president Coolidge does not, of his own

The section quoted above covers two to­ 
tally dissimilar propositions. It provides 
for the gubemational succession, in the 
event that a governor is permanently dis­ 
qualified by death or some 
other 
cause. 
That is a proper and necessary safeguard 
against the unforeseeable. 
But it also slips the lieutenant governor 
into the governor’s chair for a day or two 
at a time, when there is no crisis to meet, 
no imperative duties to perform— nothing 
to do, in fact, but work mischief. 
The clause, 
“absence 
from the state,” 
ought to be removed from section 16. 
Missouri does not need an acting gover­ 
nor during the absence 
of 
the governor 
from the 
state. 
The 
provision is a relic 
from the days of the stage coach, when a 
trip outside the state was like a journey to 
the North Pole, as far as isolation was con­ 
cerned. 
It meant weeks of absence, with­ 
out communication. 
Today, 
a 
governor 
can go to Washington, D. C., in a day. He 
can be reached by telegram or telephone in 
an hour’s time. It is far simpler to keep in 
touch with the governor when he goes out­ 
side the state, than when he runs down into 
the Ozarks on a fishing trip. 
If the provision were 
merely 
unneces­ 
sary, it might be left in the constitution, as 
a harmless archaism. 
But it is more than 
unnecessary. It is vicious. 
The lieutenant 
governor, 
through this 
unreasonable grant of power, is given a 
chance to override the policies of the state 
administration. 
In a minute’s time, he can 
take a step which the governor himself is 
totally opposed to, and which, once taken, 
cannot be altered. 
It is not solely the work of Lieutenant 
Governor Lloyd, as acting governor, which 
impels the Star to urge this change in the 
Consolation. 
Mr. Lloyd’s record is typical 
of what results from the momentary posses­ 
sion of power. The same thing has happen­ 
ed time after time, in past administrations. 
Last week, while Governor Hyde was at­ 
tending the funeral of President Harding, 
Lieutenant Governor 
Lloyd 
seized 
the 
chance to commute the sentence of a mur­ 
derer who had been denied clemency by 
the governor. 
The Star is not passing on 
the merits of the commutation. 
It is pos­ 
sible that Governor Hyde might have alter­ 
ed his own position later. But the decision 
belonged to him. 
Oiy theory of govern­ 
ment does not contemplate that his policies 
be reversed by a subordinate who gets an 
accidental, momentary lease of power. 
The Star recently published 
a table 
showing that Lieutenant Governor Lloyd 
has granted forty 
paroles, 
pardons and 
commutations during the brief period when 
he has had the power of a governor. W hat 
does this signify? 
It indicates that when 
the governor himself, charged with full re­ 
sponsibility for the administration of law, 
will not let a criminal off, the friends of the 
criminal make an arrangement with the 
lieutenant governor to reverse the gover­ 
nor the first time the latter steps out of 
Missouri. 
Furthermore, that is the sum total of the 
work of the lieutenant governor as acting 
governor, except when conditions give him 
a chance to do other work obnoxious to the 
governor. 
Other states, which have no provision for 
an acting governor, get 
along 
very well 
without one, and are free from the recur­ 
ring evil we have in Missouri. 
The only 
contingency which might need to be guard­ 
ed against, is riot, and it would be an easy 
matter to make provision for calling out the 
national guard when the governor is away. 
If anybody thinks an acting governor is 
needed, in the governor’s absence, let him 
point out anything an acting governor of 
Missouri has done, 
except set 
criminals 
free, or otherwise interfere with the poli­ 
cies of the governor. 
What is there to set 
against the chart of forty pardons, paroles 
and commutations granted by Mr. Lloyd, 
and similar records by some of his prede­ 
cessors?
